The Daily Telegraph, in an edi. | 
torjal on President Coolidge's

It says the terms in which Mr. 
Coolidyce defended the latter policy

Monroe doctrine, with a view to 
asxertion. of the right to intervene 
in affair’ in’ the American re- 
publics in the interests of grood 
government and political stability, 
Mir, Coolidge’s claim goes far be- 
yond any made by the British: Go- 
vernument with regard to Chia. 
If the United States: cin Help to 
ostablish settled and peaceful con 
ditions and political freedom in 
Mexico, Nicaragua, and other 
States, that result would be wel- 
comed everywhere, and not the 
least heartily. in Britain, whose 
ceonomic interests ‘there are nob 
inconsiderable; but while that 
policy is being pursued, it should, 
not be possible for Mr. Coolidge 
(o stygesl that Britain has taken 
undue advantage of her position 
of commercial predominance in 
China. ~ ; 

The character of the American 
Government's policy in China is 
exclusively iis own affair, but 
among the considerations Which 
have dietated it, any objection in 
principle to the assertion of econo; 
mie interests or the cause of civi- 
lisation in weaker. foreign com- 
munities can hardly be numbered.

‘PROBLEM OF ANIMUS 
_ IN CHINA. 


STRUGGLE OF DOCTRINES. 


A meeting was held at the Royal 
Asiatic Society Hall, Shanghai, on 
Thursday afternoon at which Dr. 
William Lyen addressed a large 
audience chiefly composed of mis- 
sionaries who have been forced by 
present conditions in China to 
evacuate their posts. : 

Dr. Lyon has spent 82 years of 
his life in China in the service of 
the Y.MLC.A., He has the distine- 
tion of being the first.secretary of 
the Y.M.C.A. in China, He is now 
Chief of the Secretary Training 
Depot of this important branch ‘of 
missionary work in this part of the 
world. We regret that, through 
lack of spnee, we are unable to 
produce in full Dr, Lyon's interest 
ing address, Yesterday's meeting 
was culled by a group of Mis- 
sionary Administrative officers of 
which Bishop Burnie is chairman. 


A Major Crisis. 


Dr. Lyon chose as his .subject 
“Should the missionary be 
courdged” and said in part:— 

The missionary movement in 
China is new confronting a-major 


crisis in its history. © Another 
ruch crisis waa the cataclysm, of 
1900, ‘Then, as now, the mis- 


vionaries in more than a third of 
China were suddenly: taken from 
teir work, though the present hay 
involved at least three times the 
number of Lhe former evacuatiqn. 
In the previous crisis scores’ of 
missionaries and © thonsands of 
Chinese Christians made the 
supreme gacrifice: in«the present 
upheaval the number of martyr- 
doms has thus far been happily 
very small, 
In the present agitation against 
the ovils of foreign intlrence the 
awakened animus differs from that 
of the. former agitation in not. less 
than three important respects: the 
evils which have resulted from the 
foreigner's presence in China are 
much more clearly, defined. 
Half of China has been denuded, 
as by a giant tornado, of mast of 
its missionaries and of many of 
the institutions which they with 
motives of service had Inboriougly 
established through many years of 
hardest toil. : 


2 | Ultra Foreign Worship. 
While \the presence of mis- 


past asa means of introducing and 
exemplifving, the gospel of Christ 
to the Chinese people, and the 
vastness of, China’s nopulation hag 
justified their coming in’ large 
enourh numbers to develop centres 
of light in all parts of the country, 
yet their very numbers, and 
especially their concentration in 
large units in certain so-called 
strategic centres, have brought 
with them an attendant embarrags- 
ment of no small magnitude.

cost of certain cablegrams must 
be considerable, and:this will tend 
to reduce the. number of cable- 
grams which are gent.
